REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the 
United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and  local 
community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat 
forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens  are 
appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the  members 
of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one- 
half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire 
organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council. 
State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  sup- 
press forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention 
work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is  permit- 
ted only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a 
misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one 
year  or  both.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Now  that  1978  has  passed,  your  police  department  is  looking  forward  to 
serving  the  Town  in  1979  in  the  protection  of  life  and  property.  Activity  has 
been  stepped  up  this  year,  largely  due  to  your  chief  being  available  nearly 
on  a  full-time  basis.  There  now  are  many  more  properties  In  the  Hill  Center, 
Murray  Hill  and  Boro  areas  that  it  is  necessary  to  patrol  on  a  daily  basis  so 
as  to  give  these  properties  the  protection  they  deserve.  We  have  been  able 
to  keep  our  crime  rate  at  a  minimum,  and  it  is  believed  more  patrolling  is  a 
contributing  factor,  especially  in  the  outlying  areas. 

Your  police  department  is  very  fortunate  In  having  Carole  Anderson  as  a 
special  officer  who  helps  in  patrolling  the  Bunker  Hill  and  Currier  Road 
areas.  We  have  added  to  our  force  another  special  officer,  Thomas  Jacobs 
of  Boot  Jack  Road,  who  will  become  an  asset  to  our  department. 

Your  department  has  patrolled  a  total  of  6,590  miles  this  year  in  checking 
properties  and  in  general  enforcement  of  rules  and  regulations.

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Our  new  police  cruiser  has  proven  to  be  a  valued  piece  of  equipment  In 
providing  police  protection  to  our  town.  Our  next  major  piece  of  equipment 
Is  a  hand-held  or  cruiser  mounted  radar  unit  to  be  used  In  the  detection  of 
the  speeder.  All  our  surrounding  towns  have  this  unit.  Danbury,  Wllmot, 
Salisbury,  and  Bristol  use  It  to  apprehend  the  highway  as  well  as  the  Intown 
speeder. 

Many  thanks  to  the  following: 

To  our  Fire  Department,  who  supplied  several  men  to  assist  your  Police 
Department  at  Halloween.  This  helped  In  keeping  property  damage  to  a 
minimum. 

To  the  kids  for  having  fun  without  damaging  property. 

To  the  Franklin  Police  Department  and  State  Police,  who  both  furnished 
officers  at  no  charge  to  the  Town;  to  Mr.  Clement  of  the  State  Highway 
Department  for  Issuing  a  parade  permit  with  the  authority  to  close  down 
Route  3A.  This  allowed  all  areas  of  the  village  to  see  the  very  fine  parade 
from  their  homes. 

To  the  Highway  department  for  the  very  fine  way  they  kept  our  streets 
and  roads  open  and  sanded  and  salted.  This  has  helped  reduce  accidents. 

To  the  many  persons  who  have  taken  time  to  call  your  chief  whenever 
they  have  seen  anything  suspicious  at  someone  else's  property. 

Your  police  department  has  overspent  Its  budget  this  year,  as  there  was 
just  not  enough  money  In  to  provide  the  needs  of  protection  of  property.  We 
have  paid  our  officers  only  $3.00  per  hour.  This  Is  only  a  few  pennies  above 
the  federal  minimum  wage.  All  our  officers  have  worked  many  hours 
without  charging  the  department.  This  should  not  be.  They  supply  most  of 
their  clothing  and  equipment  and  often  use  their  own  vehicles.  I'm  sure  you 
do. not  want  them  to  continue  under  these  conditions. 

All  the  operating  costs  of  the  department  have  been  on  the  rise  and  will 
most  likely  continue  to  do  so— gas,  tires,  repairs.  Insurance,  etc. 

Your  police  officers  pledge  to  carry  out  their  duties  with  dignity  and  fur- 
nish the  Town  of  Hill  with  the  very  best  protection  of  life  and  property  possi- 
ble.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hill: 

Quality  in  education  has  long  been  the  goal  of  your  school  board 
and  our  professional  staff.  We  have,  through  your  support,  reached 
a  point  where  we  can  say  that  the  educational  offerings  at  the  Jennie 
D.  Blake  School  are  at  an  excellent  level  for  a  school  its  size.   The 
students  are  receiving  instruction  in  all  of  the  so-called  "Basics" 
of  reading,  writing  and  mathematics.   In  addition,  our  young  people  are 
receiving  instruction  in  the  sciences,  social  studies,  history  and 
government  of  New  Hampshire,  health  and  physical  education. 

The  staff  has  been  working  very  hard  this  year  in  developing  a  library 
that  will  support  what  is  being  taught.   To  date,  we  have  approximately 
two- thousand  books  available  to  the  students.   Each  has  been  carefully 
selected  over  the  past  five  years  to  reflect  what  we  are  teaching  and  to 
stimulate  an  interest  in  reading  among  our  young  people. 

Explanation  of  Instructional  Portions  of  the  Budget 

The  budget  on  the  ensuing  pages  reflect  a  desire  by  the  Board  and  the 
Administration  to  maintain  good  programs.   We  are  requesting  additional 
Reading /Language  Arts  materials  to  support  our  basal  program  and  to  meet 
the  needs  of  students  having  difficulty  in  reading  and  writing.   The 
mathematics  texts  that  we  are  currently  using  are  1967  editions  and  as 
a  result  of  continuous  use  over  the  past  twelve  years,  in  need  of 
replacing  this  year. 

The  account  titled  "Other  Expenses"  has  increased  significantly,  due 
primarily  to  costs  involved  in  meeting  the  needs  of  handicapped  and 
special  needs  students.   You  may  recall  from  our  report  last  year  that 
educating  handicapped  students  is  the  legal  obligation  of  all  public 
schools  in  the  country.   In  this  account  (#490),  we  have  the  cost  of 
our  school  psychologist,  Mr.  Robert  DePaolo,  plus  monies  needed  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  speech  therapy  for  three  of  our  students. 

Account  number  725  (Replacement  of  Equipment)  has  increased  due  to  a 
commitment  by  the  Board  to  replace  unsafe  and  unusable  school  furniture. 
We  have  budgeted  for  replacement  of  five  desks  and  chairs,  one  table 
and  a  copier. 

"Hie  #1200  Series  (Capital  Outlay)  has  increased  as  a  result  of  your 
desires  and  that  of  the  Board  to  keep  the  school  building  in  good  repair, 
In  addition,  we  are  requesting  monies  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  and 
for  materials  in  the  library. 
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Report  from  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  (continued) 

Educational  Accountability  Plan 

In  our  report  last  year,  we  mentioned  the  policy  passed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  i.e.,  that  all  districts  develop  and  implement  a 
plan  of  educational  accountability.   The  following  is  an  excerpt  from 
the  Connnissioner  of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  Dr.  Robert 
Brunelle's  communication  to  the  Superintendents: 

"The  primary  purpose  of  our  educational  system  is  to  help  each 
student  fully  realize  his/her  potential  for  learning.   The 
New  Hampshire  Accountability  Plan  is  based  on  the  assumption 
that  improved  student  learning  requires  that  we,  as  educators, 
clearly  describe  our  intended  outcomes  for  students,  develop  a 
system  for  monitoring  their  progress  toward  achievement  of  these 
outcomes,  institute  a  process  for  reporting  management  plans  which 
are  consistent  with  assessment  results  and  will  promote  improved 
student  performance.   To  foster  this  effort,  the  State  Department 
of  Education  has  developed  a  six  step  planning  process  through 
which  students'  performance  may  be  assessed  against  locally  desig- 
nated student  outcomes  and  the  results  used  to  design  local  improve- 
ment plans." 

"Each  school  system  must  identify  those  essential  fields  of  student 
learning  for  which  they  are  responsible  and  apply  the  planning 
process  described  in  this  document  to  those  areas.   The  fields  to  be 
addressed  must  include,  but  need  not  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

.  The  English  language  arts 

.  Mathematics 

.  United  States  history  and  government 

.  New  Hampshire  history  and  government." 

The  development  of  the  plan  calls  for  involvement  of  the  staff,  Board 
members  and  representatives  from  the  community.   Mr.  Radigan  will  be 
contacting  volunteers  later  this  Spring  for  involvement. 

Special  Programs 

Title  I  is  a  federally  funded  program  to  provide  extra  help  to  students 
in  those  schools  having  children  from  low  income  families.   Our  project 
provides  tutorial  aid  to  eligible  students  in  grades  one  through  four 
who  are  in  need  of  extra  help  in  readiness  and  reading  skills. 

A  certified  teacher  provides  two  hours  per  day  of  tutorial  help  to  four 
Hill  children. 

After  School  Sports 

Mr.  Paul  Skelton  has  developed  a  very  exciting  sports  program  for  the 
students  in  grades  three  through  six.   He  provides  them  with  activities 
that  will  stimulate  their  athletic  abilities  and  provide  them  with  a 
basic  understanding  of  a  variety  of  fames  and  the  accompanying  rules. 
The  student  participation  has  been  excellent  this  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


The  School  Year  1978-79  has  been  one  of  change  at  the  Jennie  D.  Blake 
School,  the  most  dramatic  change  being  in  personnel.   Mr.  Paul  Skelton 
has  taken  over  Math-Science  and  Physical  Education  duties  for  grades 
three  through  six,  as  well  as  handling  a  third  and  fourth  grade  homeroom. 
I  have  taken  over  Language  Arts  and  Social  Studies  for  grades  three 
through  six,  and  supervise  a  fifth  and  sixth  grade  homeroom.   Also  new 
to  our  staff  is  Mrs.  Priscilla  Toshack,  serving  as  a  Teacher-Aide  in 
grades  one  through  six  and  helping  with  some  clerical  duties.   Despite 
the  big  staff  changeover  which  returning  pupils  were  faced  with,  the 
transition  was  greatly  smoothed  over  with  the  help  of  returning  teachers 
Mrs.  Georgette  Huckins,  grades  one  and  two;  Mrs.  Patricia  Athanas, 
Resource  Room  Teacher;  and  Mrs.  Martha  Gilchrist,  Nurse  and  Health  Teacher. 
Mrs.  Byers  and  Mrs.  Wallace  also  returned  this  year  to  continue  providing 
their  excellent  cafeteria  services. 

In  the  planning  workshop  for  this  school  year,  held  last  August,  one  of 
our  major  staff  goals  was  a  back-to-basics  movement.  We  have  diligently 
followed  this  goal  by  stressing  math  times- tables,  handwriting  skills,  and 
English  grammar  drills.   Thus  far,  we  are  quite  pleased  with  the  development 
of  Jennie  Blake  students,  and  feel  that  we  have  witnessed  sound  educational 
growth. 

Another  one  of  our  goals  was  to  expand  the  overall  programs  at  the  school. 
We  felt  it  could  be  an  activity  center  that  more  frequently  involves  the 
parents  and  other  community  members.   So  far,  we  have  presented  three 
school  plays,  all  very  well  attended  and  produced  with  much  support  from 
parents.   Two  more  special  plays  are  planned  for  this  Spring.  We  have 
sponsored  special  parent  nights  and  conferences,  and  will  continue  to  keep 
in  close  touch  throughout  the  remaining  year.   Two  Jennie  Blake  basketball 
teams,  involving  thirty  pupils,  have  been  formed  and  are  now  competing  in 
weekly  games  with  other  area  schools.   Also  coming  up  are  cross-country 
skiing  trips  for  the  entire  school,  and  soft  ball  teams  in  the  Spring. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Hill  School  Board  and  Supervisory  Union  Staff  for 
their  steady  encouragement  and  support.   I  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
Parent-Teacher  Organization  and  all  the  townspeople  who  have  helped  to  make 
this  a  very  special  and  successful  year  for  all  involved.

The  accompanying  supplemental  exhibits  covering  segregated  funds  and  the 
accounts  of  those  officials  entrusted  with  the  custody,  receipt  or  expenditure  of 
School  District  funds  are  presented  in  accordance  with  the  current  requirements  of 
the  Municipal  Services  Division  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.   The  statements 
reflect  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  fund,  without  regard  to  any 
accruals  of  accounts  receivable  and  accounts  payable.  Our  examination  of  the 
School  Lunch  Fund  was  limited  to  reconciling  the  cash  in  the  bank  with  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  as  indicated  by  the  treasurer's  records. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  limitation  of  the  scope  of  our  examination 
of  the  School  Lunch  Fund,  these  classified  schedules  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
present  fairly  the  revenues  collected  and  expenditures  paid  by  the  various  funds, 
arising  from  cash  transactions  then  ended,  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  the  office  staff  of  the  Hill 
School  District  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.
